For the purpose of deciding whether a particular requirement of this standard is complied with the final value, 
observed or calculated, expressing the result of a test or analysis shall be rounded off in accordance with 
IS 2 : 2022 “Rules for rounding off numerical values (second revision)”. The number of significant places retained 
in the rounded off value should be same as that of the specified value in this standard.

1 SCOPE 


This standard covers dimensional and other 
requirement for rack for keeping silver clips used in 
Neurosurgery.

3 SHAPE AND DIMENSIONS 


Shape and dimensions of racks shall be as shown in 
Fig. 1. Rack may also be double range type, if 
required by the purchaser. Permissible tolerance on 
various dimensions are as given below: 


a) +0.1 mm for dimensions up to 2 mm; 


b) + 0.5 mm for dimensions above 2 mm and 
up to 5 mm; 


c) + 1.0 mm for dimensions above 5 mm and 
up to 20 mm; 


d) +2.5mm for dimensions above 20 mm 
and up to 100 mm; and 


e) +5.0mm for dimensions above 100 mm 
and up to 200 mm. 


4 MATERIAL 


Various components of rack shall be made from 
stainless steel of compositions as indicated below:

5 WORKMANSHIP AND FINISH 


5.1 The rack shall be formed by machining and 
cutting the slots precisely according to dimensions 
shown in Fig. 1. The rack shall be firmly affixed to 
its base with the help screws. 


5.2 The rack cover shall be neither too tight nor too 
loose, when secured in position and shall be able to 
slide freely when all the slots are full with clips. 


5.3 All the edges and surfaces shall be finished 
smooth and free from burs, pits, sharp edges, cracks 
and other defects. All components shall be polished 
bright and passivated. 


6 CORROSION RESISTANCE 


The racks shall show no sign of corrosion when 
tested in accordance with IS 7531. 


7 MARKING 


7.1 Each rack, on its base, shall be marked with the 
manufacturer’s name, initials or recognized trade- 
mark, the country of manufacturer and the words 
“SS” or “Stainless Steel’. 
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7.2 BIS Certification Marking 


The product(s) conforming to the requirements of 
this standard may be certified as per the conformity 
assessment schemes under the provisions of the 
Bureau of Indian Standards Act, 2016 and the Rules 
and Regulations framed thereunder, and the 
product(s) may be marked with the Standard Mark. 


8 PACKING 


Each rack shall be wrapped in e moisture-proof 
paper/polyethylene bag and packed in cardboard 
carton. Alternatively, packing may be done as 
agreed between the purchaser and the manufacturer 
or in accordance with the current trade practices. 
(Only biodegradable material shall be used for 
packaging).
